W ashington, 
Oct. 
13— (U.R)— 
Dwight D avis o f St. Louis, Mo., to­ 
day was named Secretary o f W a r by 
President Ooolidge follow ing official 
announcement <jf the long an ticip a­ 
ted resignation of Secretary of \\:ir 
Jo h n W . W eeks o f .Massachusetts by 


the W hite House. 
The resignation and appointment 
were announced sim ultaneously, fo l­ 
lowing 
\ve«*ks’ 
attendance 
at his 
filial cabinet meeting this morning. 
W eeks is expected to retire 
at 


once to private life after five years 
in the cabinet, under two p r e s i d e n t s . 


He has not been, able to work sim-e 
A pril 1, when he was stricken with 
paralysis, and his 
resignation 
has 
been 
p ra c tica lly certain since that 


time. 
Official announcement 
had 
been 
with held by President Coolidge un­ 
til he was able to decide on a suc­ 
cessor. 
D avis, a business 
man 
of 
St. 


Louis with the ran k o f Colonel 
in 
the officers’ reserve corps, 
received 
the appointment because of his sa t­ 
isfacto ry adm inistration of the w ar 
department during W eeks’ absence. 
His defense o f the President’s eco­ 
nomy program against the drive 
of 
the general staff for increased 
ap­ 
propriations gave 
him 
the 
presi­ 
dent’s favor. 
D avis was appointed director 
of 
the w ar finance corporation by presi­ 
dent H arding in 1921 and retained 
that post until 1923 when he became 
assistant secretary o f war, succeed­ 
ing J. M ayliew W ain w rig ht of New 
York, who was elected to «congress. 
He is perhaps best known as the 
donor o f the D avis Cup, the In te r­ 


national tennis trophy. He was 
a 
nationally known tennis player 
in 
his youth. H e is 46 years old. 
D avis can be expected, as Secre­ 
tary o f W ar, to continue his support 
of the president’s policies and in a«l- 
dition devote much o f his time 
to 
developing plans fo r industrial mob­ 


ilizations in time o f w ar which has 
been one of his m ajor pre-oeeupa- 


rions as assistant secretary. In this 
work, he will represent the civilian 
as opposed to the m ilitary viewpoint 
on prepa redness.

the instructions 


o f the court, and it w as 
on

ground that a 
new trial

•hange o f venue were given and the
